MORE ABOUT PARKING LOTS 


Although Ontario’s parking lot problem has been 
settled, the following editorial from the Louisville 
Courier-Journal reveals that if city owned parking lots 
are socialism, some 483 American cities are practising 
it. 

What price parking lots? Fifteen cents per parking space 
per day if we act now, or $1.50 if we wait? 

Louisville's urgent need of greater parking facilities is 
so obvious and has been discussed so long that it needs no 
elaboration. But these questions arise again from the text of 
remarks of A. J. Stewart, vice-president of the Citizens Fide- 
lity Bank and Trust Company, before the Urban Land Insti- 
tute’s Central Business District Council last week. 

Louisville, as Mr. Stewart said, is a ‘natural city for the 
creation of new off-street parking lots, 170 of which were 
opened last year. In many of these the cost per parking space 
per day reaches $1:50 and more — but if Louisville acts soon, 
before the building program obliterates the numerous sites 
available in the downtown area, now, it could cut this cost to 
only 15 cents. 

As long ago as 1942, a law was passed as part of the Wyatt 
administration’s legislative program, permitting the city to 
purchase or condemn land for off-the-street parking. The city 
can clear and improve such lots and contract for their opera- 
tion so that it would not be a charge against city resources. Or 
it can, as Mr. Stewart suggests, install parking meters in, the: 
lots and finance their acquisition and operation from the pro- 
ceeds. 

At a merchants’ meeting last March one speaker said: mf 
we had started such a program three years ago we would be 
much better off now.’’ But nothing has happened. Does anyone 
know a good reason why we should wait another three years?

The lobbyists’ employer would have to report all payments to him 
of $100 or more, and any money spent on campaigns for legislators, 
governor or lieutenant-governor.

SACRAMENTO (UP)—Gov. Earl Warren last night called for 
community action to tackle the state’s growing unemployment prob- 
lem. He told a statewide tadio audience that it was in local com- 
munities that most employment problems arose. And, he said, “it is 
in local communities where group thought and group action can most 
quickly bring about the environment needed to stimulate new enter- 
prise and new jobs”.

WASHINGTON (UP)—Flight Attendant Joseph W. Buell, only 
surviving crew member of the Capital Airlines DC-3 that crash-land- 
ed in the Potomac river Monday night, disclosed yesterday that one 
engine of the plane failed at a crucial moment. Four persons, in- 
cluding Pilot W. J. Davis and Co-Pilot L. L. Porter of Alexandria, 
Va., were killed. Eut Buell and 18 passengers were rescued from 
the fog-shrouded river by speedy crash-boats from Bolling air force 
base. 


8 PICKED UP AFTER SHIP EXPLODES 


MIAMI, Fla. (UP)—FEight men who survived the explosion and 
sinking of the Dutch -motorship Doros were picked up. from a life- 
boat by a passing tanker yesterday, and a search was underway for 
six others of the 24-man crew. Ten crewmen apparently died in 
the explosion, The group of six were believed to be in another Jife- 
boat being tossed about by rough seas 300 miles east of here where 
the 910-ton Doros exploded at 10:45 a.m. Monday.
